MORPHINE FIENDS. 


Ten Per Cent. of Physicians Slaves 
An Authority Says. 


At least 10,000 persons in the 
United States are victims of mor- 
phine and 10 per cent. of American 
physicians are slaves to opium in 
some form, according to a statement 
adopted by the Medical News. All 
recent estimates, the same authority 
asserts moreover, indicate that the 
use of morphine not only as a drug 
to allay pain, but also as an in- 
toxicant, is daily becoming an in- 
creasing evil. 
A physician to whom this statement 
Was quoted expressed some doubt as 
to the extent of the evil so far as 
the medical profession is concerned, 
but said that the general estimate 
was rather under thun over the 
mark. 
The demand for morphine in the 
drug stores is increasing at an 
alarming rate, sald this physician. 
“Trafic in the drug is restricted by 
law, but the law is. practically in- 
effectual. Any morphine fend who 
needs a supply knows how to get it, 
and does obtain it readily enough 
and apparently one veer of the drug 
makes Many more. 

“Before long there is sure to be a 
ery for increased restriction. What 
is needed, however, is not so much a

When a lire occurs in St. Peters- 
burg, the nearest citizen doegn't step 
to a red box and ring in an alarm 
for the engines by electricity.

THE YUKON BILLS. 


Three bills were introduced by Mr. Canadians working in 


Siften. The first: 
Yukon Territory Act, provides 
that where an ordinance of the Gow- 
ernor-in-Council contliets with an or- 
dinance of the Commissioner in- 
Council, that passed by the Gover- 
nor-in-Counecil shall prevail. It also 
hands over to the loc council of 
the Territory the control and regula- 
tion of the sale of intoxicating li- 
quor in the territory, but does not 
deal in any way with the manufiie- 
ture of liquor in the territory. A 
further provision is that in future 
the number of elective  representa+ 
tives in the local council shall be 
five. ; 

Mr. R. L. Borden—Of how many 
members will the council be 
pored? . 

Mr. Sifton— There are five appoin- 
tive members, and there will now be 
five elective membese. 

The second bill introduced by Mr. 
Sifton is To amend. the Dominion 
Lands Act It provides that here 
after sales of land and homestead 
entries, granted in the territories, 
shall be subject to the provision 
that the Governor cf the, territories 
may open a road not more than 66 
feet. wide, and comprising not more 
than five per cent. of the particulat 
land in question without paying any- 
thing for the right of way. 

Mr. Sifton’s third. bill is entitled 
“An Act further to amend the Act 
respecting the North-West ‘Territor- 
les. It hands over to the Legisla⸗ 
tive assemblies of the Territories the 
power to pass ordinances in regard 
to road allowances which have been 
handed over to the Territorial Gov- 
ernment, ° 

NIAGARA POWER. 


The Private Bills Committee con- 
sidered the bill to incorpornte the 
Toronto and Niagara Power Com- 
pany. The incorporators are James 
Ross, of Montreal, and William Mac- 
kenzie, H. M. Pellatt, Fred. M. Nich- 
olls, and S. G. Beatty, of Toronto. 
They ask for power to acquire and 
utilize water and steam power to 
compress air or generate electric and 
other power and energy, and distri- 
bute the same, and to contract with 
any company building a bridge 
across the Niagara River to carry 
electric power. across the bridge and 
connect with wires on the United 
States side, and to take stock in 
any corporation using or supplying 
water in Niagara or Welland River, 
or engaged in the use of power, light 
or heat. 

A clause was introduced. making it 
clear that power privileges could not 
ibe expropriated by the company. 
The clause of the Railway Act relat- 
ing to the acquisition of lands, sur- 
veys, and plans, and expropriation 
of lands, was incorporated in the 
bill, this including the amendment 
made to the Railway Act in 1899 
for the protection of highways, and 
requiring, the consent of the munici- 
palities. A further clause in regard 
to fences amd the protection of pro- 
perty crossed by the company’s lines 
is to be drafted by the chairman. 

The clause relating to ‘‘unneces- 
sary’’ damage was amended so as to 
make the company liable for all 
damage done in connection with the 
company’s works. The clause re- 
garding the directors was amended 
by providing that a majority of the 
directors must be British subjects. 
The bill was then reported.

DISCOVERED IN TIME. 


Plot to Blow. Up Tunnel at the 
Falls. 


A Niagara Falls, N. V., despatch 
says:-An attempt to blow up the 
tunnel of the Canadian Niagara 
Power Company with dynamite has 
been discovered, and the Ontario po- 
lice and detectives are trying to find 
the, persons engaged in it. The tun- 
nel is for the development of the 
power of Horseshoe Fall. It is being

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LIVES GROWING LONGER. 


An Increase of 4.1 Tears in the 
Last Decade. 


People are grow healthier and 
lives are becoming longer, if medical 
statistics can be relied on. Accord- 
ing to the figures recently published 
life has been lengthened by an aver- 
age of 4.1 years in tho last decade. 

In 1890 the average length of lite 
Was 31.1 years. In 1900 this mean 
average has risen to 35.2 years, 
chielly by reason of the decrease in 
mortality among the very young. 

The three diseases which have caus- 
ed the most deaths in recent years 
are pneumonia, consumption and 
heart disease, in the order named. 
Deaths from the first cause have 
slightly increased and medical science 
has made comparatively little pro- 
gress in finding a specific treatment 
for it. 

Pneumonia is an infectious disease 
like tuberculosis. Although it is not 
so contagious as many other diseas- 
es, the sanitation of houses. schools, 
shops, factories, places of business 
and amusement, in medical opinion, 
undoubtedly determines to a great 
extent the vulnerability of the sys- 
tem to it. 

Neglect of the ordinary laws of 
health is responsible for many cases 
of pneumonia. Among personal 
measures suggested for its preven- 
tion are the avoidance of undue ex- 
posure to inclement weather and of 
crowded and ill-ventilated gather- 
ings; temperance in eating and 
drinking, daily bathing and regular 
exercise in the open air with special 
reference to complete respiration.

Greek Monastic Faith Receives a 
Rude Shock. 


For generations it has been the 
firm belief of Eastern monks. that 
God will not allow a monastery te 
be burned. Now this belief has re 
ceived a rude shock, These are evil 
days for monastery traditions. 

When the great Russian monastery 
of Saint Pantelemon on Mount Athos 
was burned a few yeark ago, the 
Greck monks! who constitute the ma- 
jority of the 6,000 on the peninsula, 
declared that their Russian brethren 
had brought the calamity on them- 
welves by having a fire engine and ex- 
tinguishers around, instead of trust- 
ing Wholly on Gad, But now the 
neighboring Greek monastery of St. 
Paul, which had no fire extinguishing 
appliances, has been destroved with 
all its treasures, despite its trust in 
Divine protection. : 

The monastery Was one of the léast 
populous of the twenty dotted about 
Mount Athos. It had less than sixty 
inmates, but it contained some ule 
most priceless antiquities, among 


them a Byzantine model of Herod's, 


temple and a jewelled cross three 
feet long covered with enamel port- 
raits of the saints. The library con- 
sisted of about 120 manuscripts in 
Slavic and Greek. 

It was one of the. more modern of 
the monasteries on Mount Athos, for 
it went back only to the fourteenth 
century. It was also the only mon- 
astery in the peninsula visited by a 
woman. The wife of a British Am- 
bassador Janded from her yacht one 
day at its busy pier and insisted on 
entering the church. 

After she had gone the monks were 
in despair. For forty days and 
nights, relieving each other by relays 
they maintained a continuous — ser- 
vice of prayer to purify their church 
from the contamination. It is quite 
probabie that they now believe that 
even this Was not enough and that 
heaven set the fire to complete the 
job.

A GOOD GARDEN. 

It's mot quite as eany to have a 
good garden as it is to bave a peor 
one, but it in a great deal casier to 
good ont than most people 
ne, if only a right beginning is 
made in the laying out and planting 
of it, writes a correapondent. 

The garden, either flower or ee. 
table, should be as near the house as 
possible, at least as near as good 
soll and sunny, well-drained location 
will permit. It should be rectangu- 
lar in shape: four by 20 rods ia very 
convenient for a garden of one-half 
acre. Rows should be all planted 
lengthwise of the carden, and far en 
ough apart to allow of the use of 
horte tools on the larger crops. such 

„ and the use of 


ed beds are out of place, wasting 
time, both in the making and in the 
care of them, besides calling for all 
hand labor. 

The ground should have been pre- 
viously enriched wi orpuat or 
wellrotted stable ure. 
plowing should be carefully. done, 
and soil turned up to a good depth 
te allow of great root development. 
The harrowing should bo not 30 
much a matter of time or of con- 
science, as a matter of common 
sense, and should be continued until 
the soil is in the finest possible con- 
dition for the reception of even the 
smallest of seeds. This matter of 
thorough preparation means much 
toward the realization of success in 
the garden. 

RUY ONLY GOOD SEEDS.

Don't be afraid to 
thin out plants; nearly all gardens 
ere overcrowded. This thinning-out, 
process leaves plants to stand out 
distinctly, and gives one a chance to 
individualize in his 
them.

The conference .unanimously held 
that the condemnation of cultures or 
“starters” is due to their improper 
use, and so it was recommended that 
cheese and butter makers should 
make themselves thoroughly acquaint- 
ed with the scientific basis of the use 
of a culture or fermentation starter,” 
because in butter making, while a 
good culture is advantageous at all 
times, it is especially necessary in 
winter andinconnection with pasteur 
ized cream. Only good cultures 
should be used at any time, and these 
require frequently renewing. The 
last clause in this resolution recog- 
nises that these fresh cultures should 
be proyided at nominal cost by the 
provincial departments of agriculture 
until their more general use warrants 
their supply by Canadian merchants. 

The indetiniteness of the term fin- 
est quality” as applied to butter and 
cheese called for a pronounced detini- 
tion of the phrase, and the convention 
resolved that this standard should be 
fixed by the Montreal Produce Mer- 
chants’ Association.

The successful manufacture of 
full-cream cheddar cheese, such as is 
ordinarily sold at the grocery store 
| when cheese is called for depends on 
20 many details that the process 
cannot be satisfactorily described in 
a single article. 

For farm manufacture where 

presses, hoops, and curing room are 
not available, a very nice soft un- 
cured cheese may be made from 
clean, pure milk, that has some age, 
but is not yet sour to the taste. 
Bring the milk to a temperature be- 
tween 70 and 80 degrees, say 75, by 
placing the can of milk in warm 
water or a pail or can of warm 
water may be set into the Inilk. To 
the milk which has the proper de- 
gree of ripeness or age, and the 
right temperature add rennet ex- 
tract at the rate of about one-half 
ounce for 80 gallons: of milk. ‘Too 
little rennet. will make a cord from 
which it is difficult to drain ‘the 
| whey, while too much makes the 
‘curd hard. Dilute the rennet in a 
little water and mix thoroughly with 
| milk. It is desirable to now put the 
milk in shotgun cases, about eight 
inthes in diameter and 22 inches 
deep, and allow it to congulete. 
This should occur before much cream 
has risen and there will be no 
diMiculty if the milk is warm and 
ripe enough. 

The curd. should stand in these 
cane until the whey which tes 
has a marked acid taste, like mildly 
ripened cream, and the hand passed 
down between the side of the can 
and the curd notes that the curd is 
firm, with a peculiar elastic, cush- 
tony feeling. If. the cans are dumped 
before sufficient acid has developed 
in the whey, it will be very difficult 
to drain the curds, the favor will 
be very bad, the texture pasty and 
slim, and later as the, acid develops 
more whey will separate, making a 
leaky cheese. 

When ready for draining, cover 4 
islatted rack with heavy, closely 
woven cotton sheeting and carefully 
and skillfully dump-the curd, allow- 
ing it to slide out with as Httle 
breaking as possible. The condi- 
‘tions are best when the mass ot 
curd, on being dumped, retains its 
form and breaks with a clean vil- 
reous fracture. The time required 
tor draining properly will vary from 
two to 24 hours, depending on-tem- 
perature, amount of rennet used, 
amount of acidity developed and 
other unknown factors. When the 
| whey has drained out so as to per- 
poe easy handling, fold in the cloth 
hut under heavy pressure until dry 
enough for molding. Take from the 
| press and knead or work it up uni- 
iformly. It may be run through a 
want chonver, Add 14 per cent. of 
salt, mixing it in thoroughly.

rica, while it is by no means abund- 
ant anywhere. It affects chiefly the 
colored races, but a certain number 
of cases are to be found among the 
Dutch farmers, ; 

It was probably a new disease 
when the first cases (in members of 
the latter class), were recognized 
near Cape Town 150 years ago. Since 
then it has gradually spread from the 
Cape Town district over the whole 
British territory including the newly 
annexed colonies of the Transvaal 
and the Otange Free State. In Na- 
tal it was a new disease as recently 
as sixty years ago, and it is still 
met with very sparingly.’ In Zulu- 
land it is as yet almost unknown, 

The conclusion arrived at is that 
the primary cause of the disease is 
the (use as food of badly cured salt 
fish. Such fish is prepared at Cape 
Town’ and various places an the 
south and west consts, and is sent 
inland in large quantities for con- 
sumption by the agricultural popu- 
lation and at the industrial centres. 

While believing that this has been 
by far the chief agent in its diffu. 
sion, Mr. Hutchinson thinks that he 
has obtained conclusive evidence that 
the malady may, in very exceptional 
circumstances, be communicated from 
person to person. He does not be- 
lieve that it is either infectious or 
contagious in the proper sense of 
these words, but that it may be com- 
municated by eating food contamin- 
ated by a leper’s hand. 

This mode of transference can ob- 
| viously occur only under most care- 
| tenn conditions as to taking food, 
and hence the explanation that the 
disease never spreads in leper asy- 
lums or in well-civilized communities 
while it does so in Hottentot and 
|Kaffir kraals. Its introduction into 
these kraals is usually effected by 
some laborer who has been into Cape 
Colony to work, and returning home 
with the seeds of the disease, has bo- 
come a source of this kind of food 
contamination in his native place.

Put 1 or 2 Ibs rosin in an old 
basin, add a little lard to soften it, 
and melt all together.

(do not let the brine touch it in- any 
place), and with an old knife spread 
the melted rosin all over the cloth 
and over the edge of the jar, taking 
care to cover every bit of the cloth 
with the rosin. Tie on another 
cloth and cover again. Tie over 
still another cloth, and around on 
the edge of the jar push slowly a 
hot flatiron, in order to be sure the 
cover is perfectly stuck to the jar. 
Take care that the cover does not 
get jammed to loosen it. 

When corned beef is wanted, untie 
or cut the cords about tho top of the 
jar, pull the cover up, remove what 
is wanted, replace the cover, and 
again run a bot iron around the 
edge. If care is taken about keep- 
ing the jar sealed, beef can be so 
kept for any length of time. The 
past season We used the last of our 
corned beef in September, and it 
Was perfect. 

To Dry Beef—Allow the pieces to 
ie in a pickle like the above des- 
cribed until salt enough. It usually 
requires about two weeks. Take up. 
wipe dry. Care should be taken not 
to get the beef too salty. 


HOW TO DO THINGS.” 


Veal should always have a slived 
onion and a sliced carrot cooked 
with it, whether it is roasted of 
boiled, and a little butter added 
just before serving. The carrot and 
onion give an excellent flavor to 
rather tasteless meat. 

Shad roe makes nice sandwiches. 
Boil gently for twenty minufes in 
salted boiling water to cover it. 
When cool, skin and mash fine with 
a fork. Season with salt, cayenne 
pepper and a few drops of lemon 
juice, and spread between buttered 
bread. 

Keep a piece of steel or sheet iron, 
two inches wide by four long, on 
the kitchen table. It is better than 
a knife to scrape the bottom of bak~- 
ing tins, frying pans and tinware ; 
the sharp corners reach the corners 
of the dripping pans and the seams 
of the tinware.

A Fort de France, Martinique des- 
patch says Acting Governor 
I. Huerre is taking precautions to| 
prevent wholesale looting at St. 
Pierre during the relief work. The | 


cers have been ordered to watch out 
for this business. The officers shot 
many of the looters «hom they 
found robbing the dead. The shoot- 
ing of these people has been hushed 
up, as the French law does not justi- 
fy any such action. 

On Thursday Presiding Judge Des- 
fontaines sentenced forty-four men 
and four women to various terms of 
imprisonment, and on Friday twenty 
seven men and seven women were 
also convicted of looting.

As 
an indication of the extremes to 
which a man may go in making use 
of his knowledge of microbes, the 
case of an Austrian medical student 
is given.

reported the matter to the police and 
the medical student was arrested. 
When taken into custody there were 
found in his possession teat tubes 
containing a sufficient number of bac- 
teria to have carried death to half 
the residents of the town if properly 
cirtulated. The tubes contained cul- 
tures of cholera, typhoid fever, and 


jlock-jaw microbes, and showed con- 


‘Clusively that the young student was 
prepared to carry out his threat. 
MIGHT BLOT OUT TOWNS. 


By culturing typhoid fever microbes 
and communicating them to a well 
o other source of water supply a 
whole town could be subjected to an 
epidemic of the disease. The same is 
true of diphtheria and other contag: 
ious diseases. 

In such a malady as yellow fever, 
the germa of which it is admitted are 
carried from place to place by mos- 
quitoes, a revengeful man, through a 
process of culture and inoculation, 
could claim as many victims as he 
chose, All he would need to do 
would be to start the disease. and 
from him it would spread practically 
as far as he wished.

The Kenmare bore, several hundred 
miles further out on the plains is not

Similar 
experiments have been made near the 
artesian wells at Native Dog, Bar- 
tington, Cungonia, where luzerne, 
maize, tobacco, wheat, sugar cane, 
Pine apples, dates and other fruits 
are grown in great quantity and of 
excellent quality. This proves that 
the vast plains of Australia, now de- 
voted almost wholly to stock raising 
have every requisite for successful 
farming except adequate supplies of 
water. 1 
Seven artesian wells habe Been dug 
on the formerly waterless route from 
Wanaaring to Milparinka They sup- 
ply 2,300,000 gallons daily. Other 
borings further north also give good | 
results, 
Besides these Government. borings | 
many private individuals have dug 
wells in New South Wales which give 
a daily supply of 45,000,000 gallons. 
The statistics of Queensland up to 
July, 1899, show a smaller propor- 
tion of successful Government bor- 
ings. Of forty-one attempts to 
reach water, sixteen were successful. 
The railroad companies bave also 
added a considerable number of ar- 
tesian Wells, but private activity has 
nteibuted by far the largest amount 
of water to the pastures. Of 582 
private borings, 356 were successful, | 
The daily supply of water from the 
Government wells is F. 400,000 gal- 
lons, the total supply from all the 
wells in the State being 213,853,000 
gallons a day. The deepest Govern- 
ment well is at Winton, far out on

An American Paper Speaks of Her 
Shipping. 

A good many of the Amertcan pa- 
Pers remind us of a big bumptious 
schoolhoy. No sooner has he made 
a good strike at baseball than he 
raises a shout, as if the like had 
never been done before, and never 
would be done again. ‘The Morgan- 
ization of the world, especially of 
the British shipping, is not accom- 
plished yet, nor likely to be. The 
Scientific American of April 26 prints 
the following: 

Great Britain and her colonies, out 
of a total of the whole world of | 
29,091 ships, aggregating 30,600,510 ! 
gross tons, possesses 10,869, with | 
a total tonnage of 14,708,206 tons, | 
one-seventh of which is composed of 
Sailing ships. The United States 
owns 3.286 vessels, with a gross ton- 
nage of 3,077,344 tons, of which 
two-fifths are sailing vessels; and 
then follow Germany with 2,905,782, 
of which one-sixth are sailing ves- 
sels; Norway, with 1,627,220 tons, 
one-half of which are sailing vessels: 
France, with 1,406,833 tons, a 
quarter of which are sailing vessels, 
and Italy, with 1,117,538, of wick 
two-lifths are sailing vessels.

DOMESTIC RECIPES. 

Sour Cream Cake.—One cup 
and one of sour milk: two eggs: a 
Pinch of salt; one and ono-half cups 
of flour; one level tea-spoonful soda; 
flavor to suit the taste and do not 
over bake. 

Johnny Cake.—One cup sour milk; 
ono egg: one-half cup sugar; a table 
spoonful butter; one cup sweet milk 
and one of flour, with one and one- 
half cups ‘hice fine cornmeal; one tea- 
spoonful soda.
